He feems:to 
very Liberal, efpecially to his Troops, which 
he by that Means obiiges to ebferve an exact Dif- 
cipline. He has been feen to att with great Mage 
ee upon, fome Occafions, efpecially at the 
Time of the two Victories which he obtained over 
the Turks. He caufed great Funeral Honours to be 

id to the two Generals in Chief, who therein 
oft their Lives, viz. Tapal Ofman, aud Abdullah 
Kupragli, and he order'd the Prifoners he took on 
both tiefe Occafions to be treated with all the 
Civility poflible.“ He has alf been known to per- 
form Actions of Equity. He is a Man of Wifdom, 
and Penetration, but is reckon'd very artful. He 
is moreover intemperate to Excefs, and very much 
addicted to Women, Wine and Drams. He has 
an Affection for the Europeans, and has a great 
Number of ‘em in his Troops, whom he has put 
upon much the fame Pay and Footing as they have 
in Europe ; but he prefers the French before all 
other Foreigners. After he had taken Tiflis, the 
Miffionaries who were fettled there under the Pro- 
tection of the Crown of France, went to wait on 
him, when he received them very friendly, made 
them fit down with him, and told *em that he 
always had an extraordinary Friendfhip and Efteem 
* for their Nation, and a profound Refpeé for the 
* French Emperor (a Title which is eftablifhed in 
© the Eaft, for all Kings) and that all his Subjects 
© fhould be treated in Perfia with more Diftinction 
‘ than thofe of any other Nation in Europe. When 
* the Audience was over, he gave them all the 
‘ Money he had about him; and he has fince, not 
* only confirm’d but alfo augmented all their Pri- 
* vileges, &c." 

The other Letters by this Mail from Conftantinople 
fay, that when Baki Kam, Ambaffador from Kouli 
Kan, left that Place, he carried with him feveral 
Muttas or Doctors of-the Turkifh Divinity, in order 
to confer with the Doétors of Perfia, on Ways and 
Means for reconciling the Turkith Se& of Omar 
with the Perfian Seé& of 4li, who tho’ both Maho- 
metans, hate each other to fuch a Degree, that they 
reproach one another with being Omar’s Dogs and 
Ali's Affes. The Point in View is, to fee if they 
can unite the two Parties in fome Degrees of that 
Faith, more or lefs, which they place in the Blefled 
State of Mahomet, and in the’ Miracles afcrib’d to 
him. | 

The Porte had refolved that an Ambaffador fhould 
have gone with that Minifter, to ratify the Peace, 
and to recognife Kouli Kan King of Perfia; but 
having received Advice of the Stand that is made 
againft him fince he took that wrong Step of afluming 
the Title of King, and being informed morcover, 
that the Perfian Malecontents are fupported by the 
Usbeck Tartars, and that Part of his Army has 
a€tually been defeated by the Malecontents within 
two Leagues of If{pahan, “tis prefum'd, from the 
Temper the Porte was in upon the Reccipt. of thefe 
Advices, that the Grand Signior will not be in vio- 
lent Hafte to perform the Terms of the Peace con- 
cluded with Kouli Kan, efpecially their Engagement 
to maintain himon the Throne. On the contrary, 
"tis believed, that as the Porte oniy agreed to the 
Peace out of a Political Neceflity, they will not 
hefitate much in taking other Meafures, if their 
Intereft requires it.

burg and Triers. Mean time all the Country People 
near the Rhine are at work in demolifhing the 
Works made at Schelmagen. 


Leoftof, Fan. 15. Yefterday about 8 o’Clock in 
the Morning, his Majefly’s Yachts appeared off this 
Place, and about 9 they were obliged to Anchor, the 
Wind and Tide being againft them; they were then 
about 9 Miles from the Shoar.

Mr. John Jex, Merchant in the faid Town,.at whofe 
Houle his Majefty was pleafed to flay about 2 Hours, 


and then fet forward for London in the fame Chaife 
drawn by Six Horfes. ,
